The noise of wind 
and waves shuts out every other sound 
«nd sails are blown oul of the bolt-ropes 
and masts carried away without being 
heard. Imagine a tumultuous sea break- 
ing on board a vessel without masts, her 
crew, up lo the waist in water, iporking at 
the pumps, and Ihe night closing in with- 
out the means of having light or fire du- 
ring tho long and dreary hours of dark- 
ness, and some faint idea may be enter- 
tamed of the situation of the vessels in the 
Rodrigue2 storm. On the night of the 7th 
of Apul, thunder and lighting set in, the 
vivid flushes from time lo time disclosing 
to the wretched crews the scene which 
surrounded their almost foundering craft 
mail its fearful reality, yet even this was 
perhaps comparative comfort lo the awful 
obscurity which succeeded. Around tho 
Robm Gray this display of electric fluid 
was almost continuous for several hours. 
It seemed as if she was the very focus of 
attraction, the masts and rigging were en- 
veloped in a lurid glare, and tho peals of 
thunder drowning every other noise con-

"Tho 
lulls and terric gusts" which follow one 
another in quick succession are alone suf- 
ficient for this; but, when we take into 
consideration tho lierce conflict of tho ra- 
ging waters, it is only wonderful how a 
vessel can live through such an encounter. 
In this situation ships lose their buoyancy, 
and, like a rock, present a fixed resistance 
■ lo the waves which continually burst over 
' them. Many of the deep loaded ships in 
tho Rodriguez storm, when thus exposed, 
had four or five feebof water in their holds 
and seemed to be fast settling down into 
the dark abyas beneath them, with the 
water entering at their opening seams, 
and, while one sea was curling over the 
bows another was meeting it al the poop, 
and perhaps a third expending its strength 
over the beam. It was only by almost 
superhuman exertions at the pumps that 
the vessels wore kept a.l:?."'. It requires 
no ordinarily built ship lo withstand the 
force of the waves and wind near the 
voxtex of a hurricane, and all will do well 
to shut the danger in time, by nol running 
loo far into a position where they may 
soon lose the uowcr of scudding out of 
danger, or lying to under command, as in .

Siugular Ceremony of the Native .Mexi- 
cans. 

On the last day of the great cycle, (of 
the .Mexicans, consisting of fifty-two 
years,) the sacred fire were extinguished 
in all their temples and dwellings, and the 
people devoted themselves to prayer. As 
the approach of night, no one dared to 
kindle a flame — their vessels of clay were 
broken, their garments rent, and whatever 
was precious destl'oyed as useless in the 
approaching rain. In this m,vi supersti- 
tion, pregnant woman becan^ the objects 
of peculiar horror lo men; they covered 
their faces with paper masks, they impris- 
oned ihem in their granai'ies; and believed 
that when the final catastrophe occurred, 
these unfortunate females, transformed 
into tigers, would join with the demons, 
and avenge themselves for the injustice 
and cruelty of man. As soon as it became 
dark on lliul awful evening, a grand and 
solemn procession of tho iifio fire IIas 
commenced. The priests put on thMjUc- 
ments of the various idols, and, folMBp 
by the sad and bewildered people, asc^ 
ded a hill about six miles from the cilv. 
This mournful inarch w^^- ^(,;;(,^{f,e "pro- 
ce.';sioii ot the gods," and was supposed to 
be their final dcparture^fmm their temples 
and altars. When the soleimi train had 
reached the top o( the hill, il rested un- 
till the Pleidr.i ascended the zenith, and 
then commenced the sacrifice of human 
victim, stretched on the stone of sacrifice, 
I and covered on the breast by* a wooden 
shield, which the chief priest inflamed by 
Ifric'ion. The victim received JLhe fatal 
j blow, or wound, from the usual obsidiaa 
I knife of sacrifice; and ns soon -- ^^^^ 
extinct, ;hc mae.hir.d to create the fire was 
put in motion on boards over his bosom. 
\\ hen the blaze ha I kindled, the body was 
ll.iuwn on an immense pile, the flomes of 
I which instantly ascended into the air, and 
I denoted the promise of the sun's return. 
I All who had been unable to join in the 
sacred procession of the dcpar.ing gods, 
had climed to the terraces of houses, and 
the tops of Teocallis, whence they s rain- 
ed their eyes towards the spot where the 
j hoped for flame was to appear, and, so 
j soon as it burst upon their sight, hailed it 
with joyful shouts and acclamations, as a 
taken of the benevolence of the gods, and 
I tha preservation of the raco for another 
I cycle. Runners, placed at 'regular dis- 
: lances from each olher, held aloft torches 
N)f resionspine, by which they translerrel 
' the new fire lo each other, and carried it 
'from village to village, throughout the 
empire, (le|)Ositing it anew in every tem- 
ple, whence it was again distributed to the 
dwellings of the people. When the sun 
! arose above Ihe horizon on the succeeding 
day, the shouting and joy were renewed 
by the p ople in tho city, toward which at 
the moment the priests and crowd took up 
iheir line of returning march. It was the 
restoration of their gods to their deserted 
shrines. The imprisoned woman were 
inimcdiately released; the whole popula- 
! lion clad themselves in new garment; the 
' temples were purified and whitened, and 
every thing that was requisite for domestic 
comfort, splendor or necessity, was re- 
newed, under tho promise of renewed life 
iiid protection from the gods.

th<- lisjtern Question. Rnssia and Eng- . 
l,Y,d are now plaving as important a polHi-l 
c«. K»me, as ever excited the Las'eru 
Hemisphere. Kussia, with an aiv.bit.on 
which kn,)ws no bounds, with resources 
almost inexhaustible.with secret policy in- 
triguing at every court iu IvJiope, seeks 
to extend her territory over all of central 
Asia, and to outvie ancient Rome in the 
jsxtent of her dominions and in the mojes 
• y of her power. 

England trembles at the gigantic acqui- 
sitions of her groat northern rival. She 
sees, with a degree of dread she can neith- 
er appease nor conceal, the Russian pow- 
er crowding closer and closer upon her 
East India possessions, and contemplates 
with irrepressible anxiety the rapidly iiv i 
creasing navy of the autocrat, tlircatens 
soon to'supercedc her in her aneieiil sov- 
ereignty of the seas. To thwa t the dc- ! 
signs of Russia is now the great object of j 
English diplomacy. And there is at thei 
present time a contest going on between j 
these two powers, which, though it lias cx- 
ciied but little attention on this side of the 
.\ilantic, is an all-engrossing subject of in- 
terest in every cabinet of Europe. 

Tiie Russian dominions now compose 
about one-seventh of the habitable globe, ' 
extending from the Uallic Sea, across the I 
whole breadth of Europe and of Asia, toj 
Bhee ring's straits; and from the eternal ices 
of the norlbern pole to the sutiny clime of 
the ponicgranto and the lig. The Emper- 
or Nicholas reigns with unlimited sway 
over about seventy millions of the human 
family; a population < onsiderably exceed- 
ing that of England, France, and the Uni- 
tfd States combined. He had a militia 
consisting of eighteen millions well armed 
and respectably disciplined men. He has 
troops, many of them veterans in the hard- 
ships and horrors of war. consisting of one 
million of men, two hundred thousand of 
these being cavalry, perhaps unsurpassed 
by any other body of mounted troops in 
the world. His navy consisting of forty 
er fifty ships of the. line, with frigates 
sloops, floating batteries and gun boots al- 
most without number, is not manne<l by 
above sixty thousand men, daily exercised 
in all the art.s of war. And the shores of 
the Euxine and the Baltic iiicessently re- 
.souud with the blows of the ship carpenter 1 
as mouth after month new ships are launch-! 
ed upon iheir waters. The annual rev-j 
enue of the Emperor is about fifty millionsi 
of dollars. Such is the gigantic power i 
now overshadowing tho ii.irth of Europe 
and apparently aiming at the sovereignty 
of the worl/J, 

1 lie 'j:,mpcror Nicholas is about forty- 
five years of age, in the very prime of| 
■ hjs intellectual and physical vigor. He 
hif'!n all respects, one of tho most extra-, 
ordinary men now on the busy stage of 
life. It is saiil that he is in form and fea- 
ture one of the hand.somest men on the 
continent of Europe. Lord Londonberry, 
who not long ago returned from a visit lo 
his court, says that if all the seventy mi'- 
lions, who compose the subjects of the 
Emperor of Russia, were assembled to- 
gether, Nicholas is the one, who, from his 
commanding figure, his symmetrical and

Her ptipulation of twenty millions of in- 
habitants were transformed into the siib- 
jecis of the grasping conqu'-rer, lo swell 
his arnncs and to fight his battles; and her 
annual revenue of twenty millions of dol- 
lars was emtied into his over flowing trea- 
sury. 

The Empire of Sweden lines the west- 
ern shore of tlie Baltic sea. It would be 
convenient for Nicholas to have posses- 
sion of the whole coast. It is said that 
Russian gold has already bought up the 
influence of her leading nobles and states- 
men. And there is now in Sweden a pow- 
erful party, even with the King himself at 
their head, who openly advocate the an 
nexation of their territory lo the power 
ful Empire upon whose border ihey lie. 
They say it is far better for them to be- 
come assimilated with this majestic nation, 
to share ils glory and its power, than to 
be an independent but feeble empire, 
which may at any moment be inundated 
with Russian troops. Thus Sweden vir- 
tually belongs to Russia. Her monarch j
